By The President of the United States, 
A Proclamation: 


Many causes have contributed to create the 


necessity for a more intensive effort on the part 
of our people to save tood in order that wu may 
supply our assoeiates in the war with the susten- 
ance vitally necessary to them in these days of 
privation and stress. 


The reduced productivity of Europe because 


of the large diversion of man power to the war, 
the partial failure of harvest and the elimina- 
tion of the more distant markets for foodstuffs 
through the destruction of shipping, places the 
burden of their subsistence very largely on our 
shoulders. 


The food administration has formulated sug- 


gestions, which, if followed, will enable us to 
meet this great" responsibility without any real 
inconvenience on our part. 


In order that we may reduce our consumption 


of wheat and wheat products by 30 per cent— 
a reduction imperatively necessary to provide 
the supply for overseas—wholesalers, jobbers, 
and retailers should purchase and resell to their 
eustomcrs only 70 per cent of the amounts used 
in 1917. 


All manufacturers of alimentary pastes, bis- 


cuits, crackers, pastry, and breakfast cereals 
should reduce their purchases and consump- 
tion of wheat and flour to 70 per cent of their 
1917 requirements, and all bakers of bread and 
rolls to 80 per cent of their current require- 
ments. 


' Consumers should reduce their purchases of 
wheat products for home preparation to almost 
70 per cent of those of last year, or. when buy- 
ing bread, should purchase mixed cereal breads 
from the bakers. 


To provide sufficient cereal food, homes, pub- 


lie eating places, dealers and manufacturers 
should subsUttite potatoes, vegetables, corn, 
barley, oats and rice products, and the mixed 
cereal bread and other products of the bakers 
which contain an admixture of other cereals. ,

The maintenance of the health and strength of 


our own people is vitally necessary at this time, 
and there should be no dangerous restriction of 
the food supply, Init the elmination of every 
sort of waste and the substitution of other com- 
modities of which we have more abundant sup- 
plies for those which we need to save will in 
•no way impair the strength of our people and 
will enable us to meet one of the most pressing 
obligations of the war. 


1, therefore, in the national interest, take the 


liberty of calling upon every loyal American to 
lake fully to heart 1hc suggestions which are 
being circulated-by the food administration and 
of begging that they be followed. 


I am confident that the great body of our wo- 


.men who have labored so loyally in co-operation 
with the food administration for the success 
of food conservatioTi will strengthen their ef- 
forts and will take it as a part of their burden 
in this period of national service to see that the 
above suggestions arc observed throughout 1lio 
land.

ISK tuberculous patients, carrying the 
gospel of health and hope Into homes 
beroft of both. 


"Over there" does not mean merely 


France to the Red Cross nurse as It 
does to the soldier. It may mean Rou- 
manla, Serbia, Italy, Greece, Russia or 
Belgium. It may mean any part of 
the world inhabited by our allies 
where war conditions have created the 
n««d for nursing care. 


Only a short time ago & little band 


•t faithful women wearing the dark 
bin* uniforms of the Red Cross left 
an Atlantic port for Greece. 
They 


sailed just aa the soldiers sail, know- 
tot little or nothing of their actual 
Destination or of the nature of the 
work that awaited them. 
All they 


knew was that they would find suffer- 
ing to alleviate, and, true to the spirit 
of nursing, they answered Its call. 


Refugees from Roumanla and Ser- 


bia have sought shelter in Greece, 
where they are living In detention 
campd and in towns and villages along 
the border in a state of destitution 
and suffering. The nurses will find 
broken down, despairing men and wo- 
men. sick in mind and body,(and J^h 
will have to nurse them back to health 


with the few supplies they find at 
hand. 


The thought of tha deprivations they 


must face themselves and of the hard- 
ships In dealing with people ivhose 
modes of life are strange to them 
never occurred to fheso nurses whfen 
they volunteered for service. 
Their 


only thought -was that those forsaken 
people needed their help, and they 
went forth gladly to give It. 


It is estimated that there arc more 


than a million destitute orphans in 
France. 
These children .must be 


saved If the nation is to be preserved, 
and the task of helping to save thou- 
sands of them Is falling to our public 
health nurses, who are experienced In 
Infant welfare work. 


Amid strange surroundings, with 


none of the facilities for work that 
they are accustomed to, these nurses 
are doing their best to save tbe little 
ones of the 
gallant defenders of 


France. They are giving the mothers 
Instruction In the feeding and hy- 
gienic care of their babies and striv- 
ing to help them meet the appalling 
conditions which the war has caused. 


In France there are said to be ap- 


proximately 500,000 persons stricken 
with tuberculosis, which has become 
as great a menace to the country as 
German bomba and bullets. 
These 


people must be aired for and taught 
the necessity of preventative meas- 
ures or else the national life will be 
undermined by the disease. 
Again, 


American public health nurses are 
finding their opportunity here. Num- 
bers of them are already engaged in 
tuberculosis work, visiting the sick In 
their homes and instructing them, to 
care lor themselves and prevent in- 
fection.

of their sailing. But when they go 
they leave a gap in the nursing ranks. 
Hospitals are giving them up gladly, 
public health associations are helping 
them to get away, but at the same 
time the country will miss them. The 
gaps they leave must be filled. The 
only way' to replace a trained nurse is 
by another trained nurse, and the 
Committee on Nursing of the Council 
of National Denfense at Washington 
is urging 
patriotic ydung women, 


graduates of high schools and colleges, 
to enter our recognized schools for 
nurses and undergo training that they 
may take the places o£ those who have 
answered the call of their country.

In England the 
annual consumption during the war Is 
24 pounds, and in France each person 
is allotted a little over one pound a 
month. 


"In August the French government 


found itself unable to maintain even 
this ration," Mr. Hoover declared. 


and followed up vigorously and stop- 
ped and is evidence itself of the prices 
at which consumers would have been 
mulct had we not intervened. We have 
forfeited wholesalers' licenses in ag- 
gravated cases, and we have issued 
warnings to first offenders in a great 
many Instances through our local ad- 
ministrators." 


Effect.on Military Situation. 


American sugar stocks could be fill- 


ed to normal very soon if ships could 
be sent to Java, where 250,000 tons of 
sugar is waiting for shipment. But 
the shipping situation is so acute that 
the nation cannot spare the eleven 
ships needed to transport this sugar. 
It would take the boats one year to 
haul 250,000 tons. In the same time 
they could be used for transporting 
200,000 soldiers to France. 


The food administration believes 


that the American public will diminish 
its sugar consumption by 10 or 15 per 
cent, when it is made clear that such 
sugar saving is a patriotic act and 
when it is understood that there are 
plenty of sweeteners available to take 
the place of sugar, such as honey or 
corn syrup.

Boys' Milittiy Service. 


Flans for general consc-lntion of 


women after the war are being made 
itt Germany, and there is a general 
feeling that girls, as well as boy.s.

the German youth's service in the 
nrmy.

The mayor, who 
holds his high civic position as a 
memht. of the Easspin family which 
possesses documentary proof of its di- 
rect descent from Mahomet through 
the prophet's daughter, offered the sur- 
render of the city. The formal surren- 
der -was arranged at noon December 8. 


Turks Fight Stubbornly. 


"Between the offer nnd the formal 


acceptance, there was sharp fighting 
oa the outskirts, the Turks fighting 
more stubbornly than at any period 
of these operations and meeting bay- 
onet with bayonet. The London troop_s 
•wero heavily attacked and strong ma- 
chine-gun Sire was poured into them 
from the Mount of Olives, but by noon 
the Turks were pushed back so far 
that we occupied ground 7,000 yards 
north of the city walls.

The pre- 
dominance of Tarbush in the streets 
added to the brightness of the scene. 


"All obviously regarded the day as 


important, for they wore ihelr best 
rohep, and many of them, abandoning 
their natural reserve, joined In vocal 
expressions of welcome.

lighted up with pleasure at the gen- 
eral's approach. The flat-topped roofs, 
nnd balconies held people Crying aloud 
their -welcome. 


General Enters on Foot. 


"General Allenby entered the town 


ou foot. 
Aside the Jaffa gate he wai 


received by the military governor nnd 
a guard of honor formed by men who 
have done their full share in tho onra- 
pnlgn. Drawn up on the right of the , 
gate were men from English, Scottish, 
Irish "and Welsh counties.

them were fifty men afoot representing 
Australian and New Zealand horse- 
men. 
Inside the walls were twenty 


French and twenty Italian troops from 
detachments sent by their countries to 
take part, in the Palestine operations. 


"Inside the walls was a crowd, dense- 


The 
commander in chief, preceded by his 
aid de oamp, had on his right the com- 
mander of the Frorch dt-taohmcnt nnd 
on his left the commander of tho Ital- 
ian detachment.
